Tidings of Russian Massacres 

A local Hebrew, A. Harris, has re- 
ceived a letter from his brother, who 
lives at Tiraspol, Russia. The city is 
a small one, containing only 1,200 
families, mostly Hebrews, 53 miles 
north of Odessa. The massacres, lie 
says, were kept up for eight days, dur- 
ing which time 41 Jews were killed and 
360 wounded. 

A short meeting of the cabinet was 
hold today, but only routine business 
was transacted. 

Wreck of Turbin Confirmed 

Halifax, Nov. 24.— The steamer 
Marian, after making a search at the 
scene of the wreck, confirms the loss 
of the Norwegian steamer Turbin off 
Black ledge, with all hands on board. 
Fishermen on Mud Island, near Black 
Ledge, reported that they watched the 
Turbin going to her doom on the ledge. 
The steamer headed straight for the 
ledge, struck and backed off, after 
which she toppled over and sank. The 
government steamer Lady Laurler ar- 
rived In port today from Sable Island, 
and Captain Johnson says it was the 
Lady Laurler that Captain Kilyeel saw 
off Beaver Harbor last Thursday. 
Captain Allan reported that a steamer 
had foundered there with all hands, 
hut Johnson says no steamer was 
there, that ho was carried off the 
island at the time Captain Allan re- 
ported, and that there was no other 
steamer in sight. 

Young Teacher's End 

Quebec, Nov. 24. — A voting man 
named Jenner of Chatham, Out., who 
has been for several years a teacher 
in the Quebec high school, was found 
In his bedroom this morning fatally 
wounded as a result of a revolver shot. 
He was taken to the hospital, where 
he died later. It Is not yet known 
whether the case is one of suicide or 
accident. r

Growing Cattle Trade 

The cattle trade during the season 
just closing has been fairly satisfac- 
tory. There was an Increase of over 
50 per cent, in the number of head 
exported, and prices ruled slightly 
higher than those prevailing last year. 
In l'JOl there were 32,471 head export- 
ed and 7,'Jti2 head consumed by the 
Winnipeg trade. This year there were 
49,748 head exported and 9,208 con- 
sumed locally, making a total number 
passing through Winnipeg yards 05,!)DC, 
or 20,1)23 in excess of last year. 

Settlers Pouring In 

North Portal, Saslc, Nov. 24.— Two 
hundred and twenty settlers and their 
effects entered Canada through here 
from the United States yesterday. 

Sawmill Burns at 1 Prince Albert 

Prince Albert, Sask., Nov. 24. — Fire 
broke out In Hutchison's sawmill, two 
miles west of this city, ut 11:30 last 
night, and Im half an hour the building 
and contents were a total wreck. It 
was valued at $8,0U0, partly covered 
by insurance. The tire brigade turned 
out, but could do nothing to save the 
building, as the lire had gained such 
headway before the alarm was given 
that it was beyond control. This is 
the third mill burned in Prince Albert 
tills year. 

Giant's Brother Injured 

Moosejaw, Sask., NOV. 24. — The eld- 
est surviving brother of Edward 
Beaupre, the famous Willow Bunch 
giant, was seriously, If not fatally, 
wounded In a gunning accident Thurs- 
day at his home, 90 miles south of here. 
His companion let a gun fall and the 
charge lodged in his leg. A little baby 
also was wounded, slightly. 

Sheep Ranchers Happy 

Lethbrldge, Nov. 24. — Sheep ranchers 
have experienced the best season in 
the history of the Canadian West. 
Wool prices were unusually high, and 
now great demand for mutton creates 
a ready market for all offerings. 
Lambs are worth $2.50 on the hoof, 
and any kind of breeding commands 
from $4 to SO.

As night fell the schooner was still 
dashing on her road to destruction, 
and as the storm Increased in violence 
with the closing In of night, she was 
more than likely ground to pieces and 
her gallant crew drowned In the raging 
surf that night. As no vessel of the 
size and description noted was bound 
south excepting the Fawn, It is gener- 
ally conceded that the Orleans wit- 
nessed the last of that trim little 
packet, although at the time she was 
too far off to distinguish her name or 
communicate In any way with her. 
No Assistance Possible 

No assistance could have been ren- 
dered in any respect by the Orleans, 
for she too waa In a critical condition. 
Her decks were Hooded the second 
day out, and from that time until she 
put about and labored back here the 
forecastle and cabin were flooded. On 
the night or the 16th the foresail and 
jibs were split to ribbons In the gale. 
When the backstays gave way, how- 
ever, Iho crew went aft, and, backed 
up by the mates, demanded the return 
of the schooner to the straits. Captain

Professor Clapham ot Leeds 
University Opposed to Colo- 
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Hints That Naval Demonstration 
May Lead to Massacre of 
Christians, 
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ONSTANTINOPLE, via Sofia, Bul- 
garia, Nov. 24. — The porte's reply 
to the demands of the powm-s is 
not only a categoric rejection of 
demands, but contains thinly 
veiled threats that the pressure of 
Europe will possibly exert the Turk 
population to reprisals on the Chris- 
tians. The note declares that the 
Ottoman government loyally reduced 
the reforms demanded by the Muerzteg 
programme and says that if those did 
not entirely succeed, the fault was In 
the hatred dividing the nationalities 
in Macedonia and instigation from 
abroad. Tho communication slates 
that the Turkish government tlnds it 
absolutely Impossible to accept finan- 
cial control of Macedonia, as It would 
violate the Sultan's sovereignty. After 
agreeing to the prolongation or the 
mandates of the foreign civil agents, 
the note concludes: "If the powers 
increase the pressure in order to com- 
pel the acceptance of the control 
scheme, the Imperial government de- 
clines all responsibility for the conse- 
quences which may arise from the dis- 
content among the public." 

Creates Bad Impression 
The latter part of the note, Implying 
the possibility of massacres, has creat- 
ed a bad Impression in diplomatic

SUITS AGAINST DIRECTORS. 

Argument Commenced in New York in 
tho Equitable Cases. 

New York. Nov. 24, — Argument was 
begun on demurrers of tlie Equitable 
Life Assurance Society directors to I he 
suits brought against, tliein and against 
tlie company by State A.ttorncy-General 
Meyer. The suits are lo compel :m ac- 
counting of the society's funds and to 
divide tlie surplus among the policy hold- 
ers.

Speaking as 
counsel for all the directors who have in- 
tcrpoHed demurrers Iu these suits, Sam- 
uel ruterineyer said that possibly -Hie de- 
fendants might, be open to an action, at 
law for loss through negligence, hut that 
there could not lie any question <if fraud 
and tho attorney-general could have no 
standing in the matter,

RATIFICATIONS OF PEACE. 

Delay in Exchange Caused by a Slight 
Hitch in Translations, 

,st. Petersburg, Nov, 24, — The hitch 
In the exchange of final ratification.,, 
of the peace treaty Is explained here 
as being due to the omission of three 
words In the French and English texts 
and a slight discrepancy in the trans- 
lation of a phrase in .one of the arti- 
cles. 

Russia does not regard the matter 
as material. Baron Rosen, the Itus- 
sian ambassador at Washington, had 
authority to sign, but Japan raised 
objections. The Russian charge d'af- 
falrs at l'eklu, will proceed to Tokio, 
but pending the arrival of the chiefs 
of the mission at TokJ.O and St. Peters- 
burg, all diplomatic mutters of Import- 
ance between the two countries will 
be adjusted by Baron Komura and M. 
Pokotiloff at Pekln. 

Russian advices from Pekln regard- 
ing the China- Japanese negotiations 
regarding Manchuria indicate that 
Japan does not desire to relinquish her 
Influence In the Chinese administra- 
tion of the northern province, Insisting 
on the appointment of a fiscal adviser 
to the Chinese governor of Mukden.

As soon as the lookout nt 
the life saving station in the hnrbor saw 
that the Argo was in trouble he turned 
in the alarm and the crew immediately 
put out in their surf boat, lighting Ihe 
powerful head wind nnd enormous sens. 
The life savers after herculean efforts 
succeeded in pulling their boat to th" 
harbor month, 1ml the seas were so high 
that it was impossible to reach the side 
of the Argo. The crew then returned

— (Senator Fora- 
ker today presented to the committee 
011 interstate commerce a draft of his 
bill to amend the interstate commerce 
law. Ho explained that he had tried 
to inert the complaint against present 
railroad legislation and at the same time 
avoid conferring upon the interstate 
commerce commission or any similar 
body the power over railroad rales. 

The Foraker bill, however, provides 
for enjoining the publishing and charg- 
ing of excessive rates, for 

Enjoining Any Discriminations 
iforbidden by law, whether us between 
shippers, places, commodities of other- 
wise and whether affected by means of 
rates, n hates, classifications private 
cars, preferentials "or in any other man- 
lier whatever." 

While this does not confer upon ithc 
court the power to Bs a rate it does 
11 tlthorisso the conn to say what is an 
unlawful rate and how much .is unlaw- 
ful and to enjoin the carrier .from 
charging more than is found to l>e law- 
ful. The bill is also designed to pro- 
hibit the giving of passes, to .allow free 
access to railroad documents and to 
meet complaints as to railroad rales 
on export and import freight.

THREATENED BY BLACKS. 

Shipwrecked Crew of Bark Susque- 
hanna Menaced by Solomons. 

Details of the loss" of the American 
ship Susijuehanna, hound from New 
Caledonia to Delaware lironkwiiter and 
abandoned in a sinking condition off tb,e 
Solomon islands, show that Capt. Wutts 
'and his crew had a narrow escape from 
massacre by blacks mi the Solomon 
islands because of a belief that an ex- 
chief, whose home was occupied by the 
shipwrecked Americans, had died be- 
cause of their presence. 

The steamer Aorangi reports that 
Capt. Watts, interviewed before her de- 
parture, said the vessel began to break 
soon after leaving Noumea, when she 
ran into a gale, and the pumps, being 
unable to keep her free, he ordered 
boats lowered and all made for San 
Cristoval, in the Solomon islands. ;_>()() 
miles away, which was reached in five 
ditvs and five nights in open boats. 

Mrs. Klwell. an American lady, wao 
was a' passenger with her husband, suf- 
fered privations with the seamen and 
was much admired for her pluck. The 
mate's boat landed at Santa Anna, where 
th« blacks were menacing. The day 
following the arrival of the shipwreck- 
ed men the ex-chief died, ami bis son 
blamed his death to the presence of the 
sailors in the hut. They moved to an- 
other hut. which was attacked by the 
natives, and they escaped to their boat 
in the night. Nest day they were piek- 
eri up by the trading schooner Aula and 
taken to San Cristoval, where the other 
shipwrecked seamen were found.

THE POLITICAL SITUATION IN 
\ GREAT BRITAIN. 

' From the nature of the press de- 
spatches during the past, few days it ap- 
pears highly probable that Premier Bal- 
four will shortly resign'JJie reins of of- 
fice. This, coining upon his Manchester 
speech just recently, would seem to in- 
dicate that he has been unable to bring 
about a reconciliation of differenced 
among his followers, which in the inter- 
ests of the country he deplored on that 
occasion. lie lias chosen the course 
that was inevitable. It is far better 
to resign now than to suffer defeat in 
the House of Commons at its next ses- 
sion. ; 

Political conditions are more favorable 
now for an appeal to the country than 
they have been for sonic time or they 
are likely to be again for some time to 
conic Tin- government's foreign pol- 
icy is popular with tho people, and to a 
very large extent the government has 
regained lost prestige. Interest is 
keen in regard to matters of Imperial 
[relations, a subject very much discussed 
now, and we shall have a campaign in 
■which such issues will be very promin- 
ent. 

Chamberlain, who lias introduced a 
a-atlier definite phai<e of Imperialism, 
.■Which involves a measure of protection 
as in favor of the colonics, will undoubt- 
edly be an issue; but his policy may not 
be the determining issue of the light. 
There is :i largo and important element 
of Imperialists not definitely pledged to 
'his programme, who will be on his side, 
or rather on the side of opposition to the 
J.iljerals. Chamberlain stands for 
'Imperialism, ami in the campaign to fol- 
low the retirement »r Mr. Balfour it is 
■wholly possible that the preferential tar- 
iff scheme will only be an incidental feat- 
ure of it. There are other large issues 
jth'nt may be introduced as well, such as 
an all-Imperial cable, an Imperial coun- 
cil, and a universal postage scheme, us 
as advocated by Mr. Heaton. Closer 
[relations of the different parts of the 
[Empire, mutual eo-operntion for the pur- 
poses of development, the consolidation 
of the sentiment of the Empire by a 
■wide intelligence service — these are some 
of the things to obtain on which all 
■wings of the Imperialists can unite. 

Fortune seems to favor an imperial 
tcampaign of the kind Indicated. It is 
announced that, the leader of the Liberals 
will definitely commit himself to a meas- 
ure of Home Rule for Ireland. Whether 
.that will secure the support of the Irish 
imerubers remains to lie seen, but it 
■will certainly bring .-1110111 a serious 
cleavage in the Liberal parly anil will es- 
trange the members of the Unionists' 
.parly, that might have been inclined lo 

support, and probably would have sup- 
ported, the Liberals in opposition to the 
Chamberlain programme. They may 
(prefer to support the party that will be 
'led by Mr. Btllfour, with its taint of pro- 
tection heresy, to forming a separate 
wing of the opposition. Nothing Could 
ihavc helped -Mr. Balfour so much at 
ithis juncture as a pronouncement by 
Mr. ('nmpholl-Iiannerniuii of (he nature 
referred to, Asa choice between two 
iovils there are hundreds of thousands in 
IG reiit Britain who will prefer to go with 
(Chamberlain, with his preferential tar- 
iff scheme, to following the Liberal with 
'Home Rule for Ireland as his goal.

FARMERS AND THE TARIFF 
COMMISSION. 

It Is known that the farming com- 
munity of the Northwest is practically 
as a unit against increasing the duties 
on imported products, and many of 
them are in favor of a reduction. Such 
things ns "puter largely into the daily 
use and consumption of the farmers, as 
agricultural Implements, lumber, bind- 
ing twine and fruit, they would prefer 
to see on the free list altogether. Tills 
Is natural; but as we have In Canada 
a combination of Interests (hat make 
up the Dominion as a whole, the In- 
terests of any particular section of the 
country, however important, should not 
dominate the policy of the whole coun- 
try. We cannot have a policy de- 
scribed as national, which considers 
the interests of the middle and Ignores 
those of the ends. 

A farmer appeared before the tariff 
commission In British Columbia, and a 
delegation of farmers appeared before 
the same body in the East, and from 
tho representations made it might 
readily be assumed that the agricul- 
tural interests of other portions of the 
Dominion were favorable to a reduc- 
tion In the tariff as well as those in 
the Northwest. Tho arguments in all 
the cases were practically the same — 
that there was no protection possible 
which could help the farmer, who is 
not threatened by competition from 
other countries, and consequently as 
a large consumer the farmer was get- 
ting the worst of the arrangement. In 
other words, he was taxed for the 
manufactured products which he 
bought from the Canadian manufac- 
turer, while a protective tariff afforded 
him no particular benefits. On the 
face of it, the farmer who takes that 
position has a strong case. 

"We have had occasion to deal with 
arguments of that kind many times 
before, but we prefer calling In as an 
advocate a gentleman who has become 
an acknowledged authority on the 
question. We refer to Sir. Watson 
Grlllin, who has written a great deal 
on It, and recently issued a third edi- 
tion of a volume entitled "Protection 
and Prices and the Fanner's Home 
Market." Of this work over 150,000 
copies have been issued. With refer- 
ence to the statements made ostensibly 
on behalf of the farmers of Canada 
before the Tariff Commission, Mr. Grif- 
fin writes to the Toronto News at con- 
siderable length. The arguments ad- 
duced In this important contribution 
to the discussion can be summarized 
very briefly. In a word, the protection 
afforded to the farmer by a protective 
tariff Is in this - case Indirect rather 
than direct. Stated in another way, 
the development of the home market 
created by industrial prosperity Is of 
great value to the farmer. It is his 
nearest and most profitable market. 
Without the.protection to the manufac- 
turer necessary to maintain Industries 
and large home consumption the 
fanner would have to seek a foreign 
market for a large portion of what he 
now sells so readily at a high margin 
of profit. It Is an (dd argument; but 
Mr. Griffin makes a new statement of 
the case, plentifully supported by fig- 
ures. 

Mr. Griffin admits that the nu n who 
appeared in behalf of the Farmers' 
Association in the East before the 
Tariff Commission presented their case 
very cleverly, but their statements, he 
says, will not bear Investigation. lie 
goes on to say that the association In 
question represents only a very small 
proportion of the farmers of Canada. 
The men who control it, be alleges, 
were prominently identified with the 
unrestricted reciprocity agitation a 
few years ago, and although that pol- 
icy was never favored by the majority 
of Canadian farmers and Is now very 
unpopular with nine-tenths of the 
Canadian people of both political par- 
ties, these men still cling to it. Other 
delegations have gone before the com- 
mission and advocated higher duties, 
and before tin; commission has com- 
pleted Us work Mr, Griffin thinks that 
members of the commission will be 
convinced that the farmers In general 
throughout the country take a differ- 
ent view from the leaders of the 
Farmers' Association, who claim that 
protection is no use to farming in- 
terests. 

It is stated that the arguments of 
representatives of the association are 
based on two false assumptions'. 
First, that tin; full protective duty or 
the greater pari: of it is added to the 
price of an article protected; arid, 
second, that It is of 'no benefit to the 
farmers to have manufacturers in the 
country. Now, comparison of tin; 
prices of a large number of commodi- 
ties in the United States, Canada and 
England for a long period of years will 
show that the duty Is not in many 
cases added to the price of the article, 
especially if it is manufactured at 
home. Frequently the American manu- 
facturer cuts 10s price to meet the 
duty, and thus the duty Is wholly 
eliminated. Hut, ot' course, thai is 
not a condition that, can be predicated 
nhout confidently in all cases. 

The proof of the value of the home 
market, however, is shown by the 
figures of production and consumption 
of agricultural products In Canada, 
The government reports show that On- 
tario and the Northwest In recent 
years produced two and a half times 



as much wheat, twenty-five times as 
much oats,' and thirty-four' times as 
much .barley, as all Canada exported. 
The home market consumed sixty- 
two times as many Canadian potatoes 
as the foreign market; Ontario alone 
produced thirty-one times' as many 
barrels of apples as were exported 
from the whole of the Dominion; and 
figures of production of other .crops 
are equally remarkable. 

Mr. Griflln puts the case very 
strongly thus: If the Canadian farmer 
could always get for his produce the 
price that the distant consumer pays 
for them, he would soon grow rich. 
The difference between the price the 
farmer gets and the price the consumer 
pays Is partly made up of transporta- 
'tion charges and partly of middle- 
men's profits. The farther the market 
is away from the farm the greater'the 
cost of transportation charges and the 
larger the number of middlemen there 
are to share the profits'; If there were 
no home markets the farmers would 
be at the mercy of the middlemen. 
Wo can easily Illustrate the same 
principle In a small way. . A farmer 
living within two or three miles of a 
city, say of Victoria, has a decided 
advantage over the man who lives 
fifteen or thirty miles away, say in 
Saanlch or Cowlchan. Tho difference 
of distance makes all the difference 
In profits, varying from $10 to $100 an 
acre, and his land has several times 
the value. It is the nearness of the 
home market that Is the factor. On 
the wider national scale the same prin- 
ciple applies. 

Mr. Griflln gives columns of figures 
to prove his contention, which it is un- 
necessary to refer to here. The/ are 
all taken from official returns. The 
point is that the farmers, even though 
they derive no immediate henellt from 
the duties placed upon agricultural 
produce, are Indirectly greatly benefit- 
ted by the home market developed 
through the industries created us the 
result of a system of judicious pro- 
tection.

VVJiilo rival rnilroad coiiipnnies are 
6ghtiug, in tln> courts and occasionally in 
the upon, for rights of. way In southern 
British Columbia, one of the richest 
mineral districts in the province is Im>- 
ihg quietly and steadily developed, says 
the Nelson News.The delay in securing 
transportation facilities is undoubtedly 
retarding tlie growth of mining camps

Prince Kuhio KalnriJanole. second 
son or the last Hawaiian ruler, King 
Kahikiuia, elected king of the islands 
'on the death of Lunalilo, without heirs 
in 18T4, arrived ,1'rom Honolulu 'by the 
steamer Aorungi yesterday en route to 
Washington, D. C, us^ delegate of 
Hawaiian Territory, l r . iS. A., at the 
50di congress. Prince Kuhio Kalnnian- 
ole, otherwise known as Prince Cupid, 
as be was nick'muned by .the Jate King 
lvalakaua, is now going to serve his 
second term in Congress as the Repub- 
lican delegate from Hawaii, die told 
a Colonist reporter yesterday he would 
ri'n again, if offered the nomination, 
although he wits not anxious for it. It 
had been said at Honolulu that Gover- 
nor Carter would resign from his exe- 
cutive position .to run as candidate for 

congress, hut he doubted this. The 
governor would be a good representa- 
tive for Hawaii, he said. His own 
elected, by a plurality of over 0,000, 
has been contested by ihlio Democratic 
candidate, Mr. I awaken, who claimed 
the election was illegal; but the prince 
said ihe is fully prepared to prove its 
legality. 

Labor Problem Serious 

Before leaving for Seattle yesterday 
en route to the United States capital, 
Prince Knlanianole gave an interview 
to a Colonist reporter in which he 
touched upon some of the problems, 
w.hK'h are confronting the Hawaiian 
people since their annexation to the 
United States did away with their old- 
time laws. The labor problem is per- 
haps the most serious. Labor, cheap 
labor that is, is scarce, and as for 
skilled labor there is not sufficient to 
employ the mechanics and others, many 
of whom an- leaving the islands. Be- 
fore annexation, said Prince Kalauia.n- 
ole, we depended mostly on Asiatic, 
Chinese hrhor. .Now the supply is done 
away with because under the United 
States lawn Chinese are not admitted. 
Japanese are allowed to enter the coun- 
try, but they are unstable and unsat- 
isfactory. Sugar planting is the chief 
industry of the islands, in fact, the 
main stay of the country, and ahe plan- 
ters are already complaining of a short- 
age of labor. As time goes on the scar- 
city becomes worse ami soon a crisis 
I will be reached. Wo have tried to im- 
l.port. Portuguese. and Gniiciniis for the 
| work on tlie plantations, .but this has 
not been satisfactory. They are good 
workmen, especially the Portuguese 
who are a steady and progressive peo- 
ple, 'but they do not remain long on t'he 
plantations. After working .for a space 
'they make a little homestead of their 
own. and leave plantation work. 

Chinese Under Contract Wanted 
"If we could pass a law to allow of 
the entrance into the Hawaiian islands 
of a certain nuimbrr of Chinese to do 
field labor solely,' -who of course would 
have to come into the country ifrom 
China under contract, it might relieve 
the situation, but I 'doubt if this will 
Ik- permitted. Tlie United States gov- 
ernment would, 1 am afraid, be averse 
to allowing the Chinese to enter Ihe 
islands, and, the laws would not allow 
of them being brought under contract 
anyhow. ] was in tlie Transvaal when 
it was suggested that Chinese he 
'brought in from China to work tlie Hand 
mines and 1 favor the ndoption of a 
.similar scheme for (he Hawaiian nlan- 
jtatious. The importation of a large 
nunilber of Chinese under contract to 
work for a term of years on the sugar 
'plantations of Hawaii similar to those 
'now on the Hand in South Africa, 
would save Hawaii. Otherwise, 1 am 
J afraid the planters will tsilffer severely. 

" i acre are. id' course, a large number 
[of Japanese in the islands, many more 
of them than the sum total of the na- 
tive population, whites and Chinese 
oomhined, and more arc coming in. hut 
a Inrge number of the Japanese who 
come to Hawaii do s'i in order to more 
readily make their way into the United 
States. Hawaii seems to he a stepping 
litone, as it were, to the United States. 

seme people in 'the Ha- 
nro making a Inrge sum 
of this. The Japanese 
Hawaii seem to he the 
a. [panes. 1 , and. as work- 
unstable and unsatisl'ac- 
aro continually making 
trouble on tlie plantations which employ 
them, and with constant strikes, rioting 
and other troubles, Ihe Japanese work- 
man is far less satisfactory than the 
Chinese. 

U. S. Shipping Laws U n satisfactory 

There are a largo number ot' sugar 
plantations in Hawaii, hut only one of 
them felines its own sugar, a plantation 
at Honolulu. The other plantations 
sl.jp the raw material, a good 'leal of 
which goes to San Francisco and to Del- 
aware. Before annexation the shipping 
facilities at the disposal of Hawaii)) 
shippers were innch better. The opera- 
tion of (ho United States shipping laws 
In the islands since the territory was 
anexod to the United Slates lias caused 
considerable inconvenience, it. 'is an iu- 
j ust ice in fact to the I lawaiians. Now 
they cannot use the foreign hot.U'ints in 
wblCh lhey formerly sent cargo to the 
const. Many Britisl) vessels formerly 
carried sugar to United States ports 
rfrom the islands, ibut since the United 
Slates shipping laws made it impossi- 
ble for vessels other than those Hying 
the United States Hag 'to enter the ooast- 
ing service between ihe islands! and the 
United States coast, the shippers have 
suffered hardships 'because there are not 
sufficient American vessels to carry the 
freight offered. This state of affairs 
often causes loss. I have sometimes 
seen sugar lying on the wharf because 
a vessel could not be secured to carry 
it. It's an injustice to us of Hawaii, 
ilmt, I suppose as we are a part of the 
United States of America wo must 
stand our part of the system. 

Tlie Hnwalinns have had quite a lot 
of politics since annexation. You talk 
of hot elections elsewhere 'but they can 
have no hotter elections than those we 
have in the islands. We've 'had too 
much politics since annexation. 

The old-time customs have not gone 
from Hawaii hint they are passing. The 
stories which are circulated regarding 
Knhunas and how they pray people to 
death are more or less absurd. A Ka- 
huna is a iherb doctor ttsualljT who im- 
poses on the poor people. 

Before I left Honolulu there was a 
movement on 'foot, among the merchants 
to purchase or charter a steamer which 
would give Honolulu a service to .San 
Francisco, There is, at present, no 
steamer in service to the coast belong- 
ing to Honolulu ami, I think there .is 
need 'for such n service as is .suggested. 



SIR CHARLES TUPPER 

Arrived at Vancouver Yesterday — A 
Chat on Imperial Politics. 

Sir Charles Tupper, Bart., arrived on 
the Imperial Limited yesterday morn- 
ing trorn Llie But, accompanied by 
Lutly Tupper, Miss Tupper of Winni- 
peg and Air. James Tupper, son of Sir 
Charles Hibbert Tupper, who has been 
with the Western Canada Ranching 
Company Tn Alberta, says the News- 
Advertiser. The party came to Van- 
couver to be present at the marriage of 
Miss Sophie Tupper, which event takes 
place on December 4. Sir Charles and 
Lady Tupper will spend the remainder 
of the winter In town, guests of their 
son. 

Sir Charles Tupper, Bart., is known 
as the old Conservative war-horse, and 
after nearly half a century in Cana- 
dian politics his interest in public af- 
fairs is as keen as ever. He lias re- 
cently returned from England, and de- 
spite his 85 years, traveling has not 
affected his health. On his way to the 
Coast he spent some time in Winni- 
peg, having two sons living in that 
city. 

"In my judgment the 

Policy of Preferential Trade 

In Great Britain is making steady 
progress," he remarked in reply to a 
question regarding political affairs in 
the Old Country. "What convinces 
ine of this is the revolution, the great- 
est ever witnessed, that has taken 
pluce In the public mind of Great 
I Britain since Chamberlain made ills 
' famous speech at Birmingham, in 190-1. 
| At no distant day his policy will be ac- 
cepted. England is a Conservative 
; country, especially when asked to sup- 
I port a policy that is opposed to accept- 
> ed policies of all parties, and from the 
i progress Chamberlain has made and 
I the change produced in the public 
; mind In a year there is no room for 
j doubt that his proposal will be ac- 
' cepted. 

; "While Sir Frederick Pollock's scheme 
' Is for closer interimpcrial relations, It 
has no connection with Joseph Cham- 
j berlaln's policy, which is for better 
'■ Intel-Imperial trade. Some of Sir 
, Frederick Pollock's' scheme is old and 
| some new. That which is old has 
been generally accepted, but the new 
so far has not obtained great support. 
The proposition to have a council of 
the empire, representing the colonies 
with members ot the imperial govern- 
I ment, is not new. 

Chamberlain's Policy 
In a word is the imposition of a duty 
of two shillings per quarter on wheat 
from countries not In the empire, hav- 
ing no duty for wheat from the colo- 
nies, and In general terms there is 
something like 10 per cent, on tlie 
products from foreign countries, while 
the products from the colonies will 
have free access." 

Asked concerning Canadian members 
of the Imperial parliament, and why 
little is heard of them now, Sir Charles 
replied that the principle of home rule 
for which they contend lias steadily 
lost ground, until It Is difficult to find 
anyone outside the Irish Nationalists 
that support it. Homo rule might 
also be said to be a dead Issue. 

"Every Canadian is In the ascendant 
In Great Britain," he said, -in answer 
to another query. "This embraces 
everything relating to this country, 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. People 
in the <31d Country are beginning to 
realize the great importance Canada 
occupies In the empire and Us extra- 
ordinarily rapid progress. Emigration 
I Is Increasing because of the fact that 
the European world, obliged to look 
for homes in a new country, sees that 
I no other can offer such advantages as 
| Canada does." 

! Sir Charles did not care to offer 
any opinion on Canadian affairs, being, 
I he said, somewhat out of touch owing 
I to his extended visit abroad. He left 
I England on the lust day of August, 
I hence has been on this side of the 
: Atlantic only a couple of months.

The exe<Mitivo 
eotivmitteo took into account this senti- 
ment in drafting a proposed resolution 
which will declaring that congress en- 
dorsed the decision of 'the September 
congress with regard to the autonomy 
of Poland the question should he turned 
over' to the first douma for settlement. 

Polish Autonomy 

The congress adjourned .-without the 
debate being finished. 

The proposed resolution in full de- 
clares, •'while conlirminjr completely the 
decision of previous congress favor of 
tile autonomy of Poland this congress 
consider as urgent; firstly" t'he abolition 
of the state of siege in Poland; second- 
ly .that the reference to tlw first nation- 
al assembly of the question of.Polish 
autonomy on condition that the unity of 
t'he empire lie .preserved and thirdly 
■the immediate" introduction of the Po- 
lish language in the primary schools 
and with other courts of Poland, 

A resolution calling for .a general an- 
nest.v excepting from pardon those who 
committed .political crimes accompan- 
ied by pillage and arson, was adopted by 
the committee of the congress. 

Accept Imperial Manifesto 

By a scanty majority of 20 the 
zemstvo congress accepted the ftrst 

sectl f the programme drafted by 

the executive committee, declaring the 
solidarity of the congress with the 
principles of the imperial manifesto of 
October 30, assuring the government 
of the support of the grout majority of 
zemstvo and municipalities in carrying 



into effect the liberties promised In the 
manifesto, but laying down as^tbe sole 
means of guaranteeing the authority 
of the douma and restoring order In 
the country to the election of repre- 
sentatives by a general, direct, equal 
and secret bullot, and the formal grant 
to the tirst douni£L of the power to 
elaborate a constitution for the em- 
pire. 

Count Witte's Friends 

The friends of Count Wltte on the 
floor made ii stout light against the 
provision for a direct ballot, the - one 
concession which the premier considers 
it impossible to grant, but tills pro- 
vision was carried over their heads by 
a two-thirds majority. The resolution 
in its final form is substantially the 
same as cabled. The committee to 
which it was referred for further con- 
sslderatlon made numerous alterations 
in the phraseology, but little change in 
the subatsance except the Insertion of 
a. demand for the immediate abolition 
of martial law In Poland as among the 
meassures deemed to be imperative in 
the conviction of the douma. 

Responsibility of Ministers 

The congress also inserted, at the 
suggestion of the committee, a provi- 
sion subjecting all ministers except 
the court ministers to the responsibil- 
ity of the cabinet. M, Mulilcoff, ex- 
plaining: that witli the ministers of 
war, navy and foreign affairs excepted 
froni such responsibility, not only 
should Avar or peace be decided with- 
out consult lug the premier, but the 
minister of war could declare martial 
law in nny section of the country with- 
out consulting his colleagues.

Scotch Herring 

Experts Work 



Article Descriptive of I he System 
Empioyed Now in the 
Old Counliy. 



Experiment of Exceptional In. 
tcrest and Importance to 
Canadian People. 



In view ol tho fact that Mr. Cowie 
the herring expert, Is now visiting 
Ntinhinio, girling instructions in U10 
Scotch system of. curing herring, the 
following article will be of interest. 

I Have spent a week on 'tins east- 
ernmost point of the mainland of Can- 
ada in the ancient and straggling .shore 
town of Caaiso, says a writer in the 
Toronto Globe. This is emphatically a 
fishing town. Fishing lleets go up .and 
down the liarbor; fishermen go up and 
down itho streets; iish of all sorts 'lire to 
•be seen at the wharves; the aroma of 
dish is in die fldr, and the fish history of 
the place runs back 'through four full 
centuries. History lias it that the 
JTrench commenced to fish and trade at 
Canso as early as 150-1 and punsued the 
■business for -the next two 'hundred years 

Canso was obviously designed iby na- 
ture (for fish and fishermen. Nothing 
else couid thrive therea.hoiirs. The town 
stands on the outmost' lvoiipt or a .prom- 
ontory of coarse granite that pushes it- 
self out into the sea, with iQliedabucto 
'bay; at the north and the surge of the 
Atlantic on itfhe .south— a rocky barren 
waste with scarcely .soil enough scat- 
tered on its great, higli-lyiiig stretches 
to sustain even the 'hardiest of vegeta- 
ble, scrub. In some <»f the valleys and 
in the •pockets about tilio shore attempts 
at agriculture are made, and the fish- 
ermen grow potatoes enough for home 
consumption, 'but in fifty thousand acres 
enough land could not be found for one 
k'ood Ontario farm. The ipopuktioii live 
in scattered Iiamlebs or in utter isola- 
tion along tho shore, and their life ef- 



fort, toy which they support themselves 
and add to the wealth of the world, is in 
the toil with which they reap tho har- 
vest of the seas. 

The Ocean's Harvest 

When it is remembered that the ex- 
port fisb trade of Novo Scotia reach- 
es $8,008,000 annually, -mid that an- 
other million is added by the trade 
to local and Canadian markets, the im- 
portance of the industry which anade 

I Canso ('anions long before Halifax wits 

i claimed from the "murmuring pine and 
the hemlock" will not be overlooked 
even >by the inland agricultural 1 'provin- 
ces. Fish' in great varieties, are taken 
in these, waters, tout, -tho inore impor- 
tant Iish of commerce are ■ the <eod, : the 
'haddock, the pollock,- ' the herring, ' the 
mackerel; the salmon, the hake, the hal- 
ibut the lobster the gus-peraux the 
shad, the eel Olid the smelts. These are 
supplied fresh, or salted and dried, or 
salted in pickle, or smoked, or canned. 
The cod, haddock, halibut and herring 

I are taken more or less at nil seasons; 

1 mackerel during tho summer mowClie, 
salmon from March to July. For 
many fish the season is fixed toy the 
temperature of the ocean. 

Curing Like Scotch 

An experiment of exceptional interest 
and importance, not only to the fishing 
industry, but to the Canadian public and 
to the Canadian trade, has been carried 
to a successful Issue here .in connection 
with the curing and marketing of lier- 
ring. In the past the Scotch 'herring 
brought more than double the price of 
the Nova Scotia 'herring in the ulnieni- 
can and European markets, dtussia tind 
Germany are the two largest consum- 
ers of herring in the world. To those 
markets alone last year .Scotland ex- 
ported eight .million 'barrels of herring 
and enormous pi-ices are paid in iSt. Pet- 
ersburg for the first catch of 'Scotch 
herring. These facts and the 'failure of 
the Nova Scotia iherring to command 
the .market, led the Dominion govern- 
ment to investigate ami to experiment. 

Two years ago flits government char- 
tered an English herring boat from New- 
c.-iKfle-on-T.vne, engaged a Scotch mana- 
ger, a Scotch cooper, and .Scotch girls 
trained in the lish-euring business in 
•Scotland, and stationed them .at Canso 
to take and to treat Nova 'Scotia her- 
ring after the Scotch process. • They 
caught tliB fish with drift nets as hi 
Scotland, treated them .according to the 
Scotch method, and packed them in 
barrels made exactly like the .Scotch 
standard. hast season's experiment 
proved the Nova Scotia herring to be at 
least the equal of any in the world, and 
that they would command the 'highest 




price. The output of tho .season's ex- 
periment, some 'hundred .barrels, was 
sold in .New York and St. 'Petersburg 
for from $12 to $15 per 'barrel, whereas 
the same herring put up In the ordinary 
way would command not inoro than !?(! 
per barrel. 

Exports Will Increase 

The manager- of the experiment, Mr. 
Cowie, returned this season with his 
crew, and operated this .season until 
July 1, and since then at Yarmouth, on 
the western const of the 'province. The 
catch this year has .been larger and the 
pricn ■equally satisfactory. He is thor- 
oughly convinced of tho superior excel- 
lence of tie Novn 'Scotia iherring -and of 
the prospects of ii.n enormously in- 
creased export trade. His crow, men, 
and women, .intend remaining here ami 
engaging in the fishing trade. Their 
services ami the instruction offered free 
during these two seasons, will do much 
to make the experiment a permanent 
success. 

After Slaving looked into the situa- 
tion created by this experiment, and 
of it with those engaged in the fishing 
ibusiness or Intelligently informed as to 
its history, one cannot but be impressed 
not only by the very great importance of 
this interesting and satisfactory ■experi- 
ment, 'but also by the criticalnes.s of the 
stage which the industry has how reach- 
ed. It 'has been proved beyond all 
doubt that the market price of Nova 
Scotia's enormous iherring cateh can be 
doubled by adopting the Scotch method. 
Hut. that desirable result cannot i>e ob- 
tained without skill and care equal to 
those of the Scotch fishermen; The dan- 
ger is that with such a multitude en- 
gaged in the business some unscrupulous 
fishermen or fish merchants will put 
upon ithc market .Nova .Scotia herring 
stamped "'Scotch cured," hut lacking 
the: .more essential elements -of the 
Scotch -.method. In the past inspection 
iin's-' been tooth troublesome to the fisli- 
erineii and useless to the public. 

Inspection Laws Needed 

.Tutst inspection laws are difficult to 
frame, and under present conditions 
still more difficult to administer justly. 
But inspection is necessary, and inspec- 
tion I ajVi's similar to those of Scotland 
should be enacted and enforced. The 
tendency in the direction of the divid- 
ing of the fish business, by which the 
fishermen do the catching anil the fish 
merchants do the curing and the mar- 
keting, is producing conditions more fav- 
orable to effective inspection. 'Were the 
packing done at a few centres, govern- 
ment should secure the best, quality 
and Iflie highest .standard. One impor- 
tant, reform could readily be effected. A 
better barrel is absolutely necessary. 
The barrel now used is too light, and is 
not properly constructed ; it does not 
stand the strain of transportation; the 
pickle leaks out, and the fish lose their 
flavor. A standard barrel should 'be or- 
dered by the .government, and tho 
'Scotch barrels seem to meet all the re- 
quire menbs. 

The operation of the Scotch fishermen 
not only prove the superior quality of 
Wio Nova Scotia Iherring, but also sug- 
gest improvements in tho fishing meth- 
ods. The drift-net fishing; almost uni- 
versal in Britain, has never been 
adopted in Canada. Mr. Cowie has dem- 
onstrated its success here. It is prob- 
able that it will be applied to mack- 
erel as well as to herring, and in the 
judgment of experienced traders the in- 
troduction of the drift-net will be a de- 
cided advantage to the .Nova Scotia fisii- 
ermen. 

The problem of developing tho Can- 
adian market is commanding the atten- 
tion of Nova .Scotia fish merchants. The 
problem is proper packing an<> rapid 
and cheap transportation. The railways 
are 'beginning 1 to learn that. .11 . return 
cargo of fish ''from t lie \seabonrdi may be 
as' profitable as an outgoing cargo of 
grain. The express transport of fresh 
fisii in cold storage from the Atlantic 
to the inland provinces is still an "in- 
fant" industry in Canada. 

Enterprise in Distribution 

New enterprise coming into the 
fish trade. One of the largest as well 
as oldest .businesses in Nova Scotia is 
carried on at Canso, under firm name 
of A. iN. Whitman & Son. It was es- 
tablished by Abraham Whitman, who 
settled here and established « fish bus- 
iness in 181", doing considerable trade 
with the West Indies and Mediternn- 
nenn ports, and leaving a business 
which has been carried on ever since 
without interruption, and »is now con- 
ducted by the grandsons. 

Better transportation facilities are 
needed -that the fish may he put on the 
market in -perfect condition, and the 
Iish dealers .need to cultivate the fisli 
habit, and to instruct housekeepers in 
the preparation of many wholesome anil 
tasty tish dishes of which (fliey now 
know nothing. The same could he 
done in every town in Ontario, and such 
nn intelligent expansion of trade would 
find scope even in Nova Scotia. Can- 
ada should 'be a fish-outing country. 

There are many other features of the 
fish industry ihereaiiouts; the deep-sea 
fishing, the trade in squid, the lobster 
■hatchery and the newly-established re- 
duction works (by which the much-cursed 
dogfish -is converted into valua-hle oils 
and 'fertilizers. All these are of moro 
than local or transient interest. 



LOOK TO CANADA 

FOR THEBK CATTLE 



Japanese Breeders Will Make 
Large Purchases — Have 
Faith In Pedigrees. 



A recent Ottawa despatch says: The 
Japanese consul, Mr. T. Nosse, has re- 
ceived word that his government and 
■muny cuttle raisers in Japan are surpris- 
ed and pleased at the condition in which 
the cuttle recently purchased in Ciuia- 
da arrived. 

When the Japanese press announc- 
ed that K. Kozn, 11 breeder, hud start- 
ed for Canada to buy cattle, instead 
of going to Great Britain or the United 
States, as was the custom ot Japanese 
buyers,, the Japanese government sent, 
one of its cattle experts after him by 
the next steamer to buy stock, for the 
Japanese experimental farm. 

This was T. Ishizaki, and he bought 
a large number of Ayrshii-es and short- 
horns in Ontario. These were taken on 
the long journey across Canada. They 
had a rough Hi-day passage of the Pa- 
cific, a rail journey across Japan, and 
finished with a fifty-mile walk to the 
government (arm, where they arrived in 
such line shape everyone was surprised, 
and finally they stood a searching series 
of health tests. 

Air. Nosse says Japanese cattle buy- 
ers are already aware of these facts, 
and large purchases will likely be made 
each year. The Japanese breeders are 
reported to 'have more faith in Canadian 
pedigrees than in those of the United 
States.

J. U. Anderson, deputy minister of. ag- 
riculture, and V, M. Logan, an expert of 
the livestock, division of the federal de- 
partment of agriculture, have returned 
to Victoria after a tour of interior 
points, where they delivered n series of 
addresses at the regular meetings of 
the different fanners' institutes in the 
towns visited. 

Mr, Anderson devoted his talks to 
the subject of fruit culture and gave 
demonstrations of pruning, etc., in the 
orchards, and Mr, Logan took for his 
subjects soil cultivation and the conser- 
vation of soil moisture and dairying, and 
also gave practical demonstrations with 
livestock. 

The meetings were invariably well at- 
tended by not only active members of 
the institutes but the general public, 
who took great interest in the various 
subjects discussed. 

When at Enderhy the two gentlemen, 
al the request of Sir Arthur Stepney, 
visited his farm, he having, on the ad- 
vice of the provincial agricultural de- 
partment, decided to change his plan of 
working the Stepney ranch from grain 
growing to dairying anil fruit culture. 
The ollicials advised as to tin; proper 
location and the most suitable character 
of the buildings necessary for dairying 
operations and the most derisable loca- 
tion for an orchard. 

Institute Meetings , 

Speaking of the tour yesterday, the 
deputy minister said: "We first visited 
Nelson, where we- held two successful 
meetings, ami one day was spent in lield 
work. Another meeting was held al 
Kaslo, then we journeyed to Creston. 
At this point the East Ivootcnny Farm- 
ers' Institute was organized and wit 
gave an open air demonstration and hold 
an evening meeting. From lite Kool- 
enays we proceeded to the Okanagan, 
holding the first meeting at Enderhy, 
where both lield demonstrations and n 
meeting were held. Peacliland was 
next visited ami wo had the pleasure 
of addressing one of the largest and 
most enthusiastic meetings of the tour. 
Returning to Vernon we held a lield dem- 
onstration and an evening meeting. Tin- 
next day we visited the Coldstream 
ranch, Lord Aberdeen's famous estate, 
tttlld proceeded to Luinby, where address- 
es were given. At this thriving point 
a creamery is about to be stinted. Tin? 
capacity will he for at least .".DO cows. 
A demonstration and a splendid evening 
meeting was held at Kumloops and a 
trip of inspection made to Fruitlands, 
the irrigation enterprise owned by the 
Canadian Real Properties, Limited. A 
large acreage of hitherto worthless land 
has been brought under water, and as 
settlement of the ten and twenty-acre 
tracts is effected a substantial popula- 
tion ami trade will accrue to the inland 
capita I. 

'•Salmon Arm was next visited. Here 
we did field work in tin- orchards and 
held a meeting in the evening, This 
meeting was so protracted — the members 
being so interested in the several subjects 
under discussion — that we missed our 
westbound train. Accordingly the next 
day Mr, Logan returned to Enderhy and 
I took the opportunity of visiting Revel- 
stoke. At Revolstoke I drove out to 
several of the nearby orchards and gave 
some practical demonstrations and ad- 
vice to the orchnrdists. Revolstoke is 
u district that requires careful attention, 
as the people are now going in u good 
deal for fruit cultivation nnd need in- 
struction to start: right. Meanwhile 
Mr. Logan had attended the sale of live- 
stock thai Sir Arthur Stepney lield. We 
mel again at Sicatnous and returned di- 
ireet to Victoria. ' 

Okanagan a Groat Fruit Country 
In the course of the reporter's conver- 
sation with .Mr. Anderson ho wits told of 
one or two instances of remarkable re- 
turns received by Okanagan fruit grow- 
ers foe this .season's crop. One case 
wns that or the Coldstream ranch, Mr. 
Uicardo. the manager, having told Hie 
visitors that from twenty acres of north- 
ern Spie apples over $12,000 was made. 
Another Instance wns that Of a fruit 
grower al Peachlonil, who sold one nnd 
one-half acres of peaches ou the tree 
for $700. Again, the wonderful pro- 
ductiveness of the soil of that section 
wn.« (died in the case of Mr. Gellatlcy's 
place on Okanagan lake, where from

Over in the Kootenays, ill 
tlie vicinity of Nelson, the straw-berry 
business is assuming large proportions, 
and this past season quite a considerable 
quantity of these delicious berries were 
marketed at good figure to the grower, 
not only in the homo city, bill at every 
point along the Crow's Nest Pass rail- 
way right into Alberta. The industry 
proved a profitable venture to those who 
have gone into strawberry culture. The 
markets are near at' home; prices, par- 
ticularly hi tlie coal mining towns, are 
excellent, nnd the climatic conditions 
such that the growing of this berry lias 
been demonstrated a success." 

Replying to a question as to the prev- 
alence of an epidemic of glanders in the- 
Okanagan, Mr. Logan said that Dr. Tol- 
inio, Dominion veterinarian, was in, 
Peacliland waging an effective crusade 
against the spread of the disease to 
other points. ,- l learned that 58 horses 
liarl been killed at Pencbland," he said, 
"and since there is no cure once an ani- 
mal is effected, the only way to stamp out 
glanders is by a bullet. Many valuable 
horses hnve had to he sacrificed, but this 
is tlie only way to free the district." 

About the 5th of December Dr, Tolmie 
nnd Mr. Logan will visit Alhorni and 
French Creek to finish up the fall meet- 
ings of tlie institutes at these points.
